For starlight, an insubstantial commodity in I 
many way*, is one of those things which are es­ 
sentia! to our well-being. The bard glare of th© 
.noonday sun is a light for realm's. At night, when 
the sun is gone and the stars tr ansmute familiar 
landscapes into enchanted glades 
and 
haunted 
fields, the world takes on a riiff*-ent aspect. The 
rom ancer can carry on bis trade by starlight; and 
men who can not live by bread alone can not get 
along w ithout romance.

glands, to filter out from the blood 
stream any poisons 
which

seek to harm the b o d j. 
You have had “ kernels” in your 
neck and perhaps have wondered 
why. 
If there Is a bad tooth with 
pus formation, 
nature 
tries to 
guard your life by filtering out of 
the blood the germ» of 
disease. 
This action may cause the glands 
to swell and perhaps to become 
tender and painful. 
If the trouble 
g r o w s worse the gland becomes in­ 
flamed. 
Inflammation of the lym phatic 
glands is called "adenitis.” 
This 
may t a k e the form of "acute ad e­ 
nitis," or it may be "chronic ade­ 
nitis." 
There are special forms, 
one of which is called "tubercular 
adenitis." 
Any one of these fo-rns of ade­ 
nitis is a disagreeable condition. 
It is particularly serious if it ends 
in pus formation. 
Children are liable to acute ad e­ 
nitis. 
Of course it is not a dis­ 
ease confined to childhood. 
It 
may appear any time between in­ 
fancy and advanced age. 
Scarlet fever, measles, influenza, 
and diphtheria may be followed by 
adenitis. 
In Infancy the catarrhal 
colds may have adenitis as a com ­ 
plication and, In such cases, for­ 
mation of pus is not uncommon. 
Ulceration of the gum s or other 
parts of the mouth, bad teeth, a 
running ear, eczema, and an Injury 
of some sort are among the condi­ 
tions which arc followed a t times 
by adenitis.

attacked, but the great majority 
involved are in this region.

There are fewer in­ 
stances of the din ase among abo­ 
rigine«, he asserts, because fewer 
of them reach the age when can­ 
cer attacks. 
Writing for a German scicntifla 
periodical, Professor Wells says: 
“Cancer is a disease of civilisa­ 
tion to just the degree 
that old 
age is a disease of civilization. N a­ 
ture has little use for her crea ­ 
ture* after they have passed their 
capacity for reproduct tie activity, 
and has not been concerned for 
their persistence beyond the d u ra ­ 
tion of their greatest usefulness. 
“Modern m an prolongs his sen­ 
escence by creating an artificial 
environment which saves him from 
the diseases of degeneration." 
Improved m> 'hods of diagnosis 
have rexeaied that formerly many 
deaths attributed to "old age" or 
“causes unknown," were caused by 
cancer, the pathologist believes.
